WORK OF THE 
MILITARY “Y” 


Rev. J. P. Gerrie Gives Interest- 
ing Talk at the First 
Church Guild 


Nev. J, P. Gerrie, secretary of the 
Military Y. M. C, A., gave an inter- 
esting and enlightening talk on this 
work at the regular guild meeting in 
the lecture hall of First Presbyterian 
Church last evening. 

Mr. Gerrie touched on the scope of 
the work in England and France, and 
showed what an essential factor it had 
become there. He dealt more inti 
mately with his own work both at the 
loeal barracks and at Sarcee camp. 
Iie descrived the extensive organiza- 
tion which Was required adequately 
to. cater to the social and spiritual 
welfare of our boys in khaki who 
comprised the eight battalions there 
massed together. Numerous roomy 
marquee tents with their connecting 
covered passageways, together with 
several ‘bell’ tents to accommodate 
the staff were provided by the mili- 
tary authorities in addition to the 
large auditorium tent supplied by the 
Y. M. Cc. A. The soldiers had writ- 
ing space equivalent to a single line 
400 feet long, and how thousands of 
letters were written at these quarters 
daily. Mr, Gerrie described to what 
extent the soldier lads were served in 
the matter of various purchases for 
individuals in Calgary, how hundreds 
of registrations were made daily, how 
as much as $4,000 had reached the 
banks through their hands in one 
month, and so on, the whole making 
an service rendered of inestimable 
value. 

The military futhorities, in addi- 
tlon to supplying the tents; proyided 
au excellent central site for the Y. M 
«, A. camp in using ground so as the 
better to serve in all weathers, They 
rationed the whele staff in regular 
military fashion, made the camp sub- 
ject to the usual inspection and daily 
supplied two men from each battalion 
as assistants to the regular staff. All 
this greatly facilitated the work. 

In a somewhat lesser way, neces- 
sarily, the werk was conducted here 
at the Exhibition grounds, both be- 
fore the battalion went into summer 
camp and after their return. But it 
was. done with all the thoroughness 
and comprehensiveness shown at Sar- 
cee. Mr. Gerrie gave several touch- 
ing incidents of the usefulness of their 
organization in individual cases,

Dr. E. H. Cooke Gives His Report 
For Year—Men Outnumber 
Women Considerably 


— 


At the end of 1916 there were 509 
patients, 849 males and 160 females, 
in the Hospital for the Insane at Po- 
noka, an increase of 64 when compar- 
ed with the number resident on Janu- 
ary Ist, according to the sixth an- 
nual report of Dr. BE. H, Cooke, medi- 
eal superintendent, which has been 
presented to the Hon, A, J. MeLean, 
provincial secretary. 

On January Ist there were in the 
institution 445 patients, 297 males and 
148 females, The admissions during 
the period were 188, 1338 males and 56 
Memales. The number discharged was 
8&8, 15 males and 33 females, Of these 
79 had reeovered, 6 improved and 3 
not improved, The discharges includ- 
ea 9 Aeportations, 1 to Tussia, 1 Swe- 
den, and 7 to United States. During 
the year 68 patients were sent out on 
probation, Of these 5 were returned, 
The recovery-rate, based on the total 
admissions, was, in the case of the 
males, 36.09 per cent., and in that of 
the females 56.86 per cent. In the 
case of the combined sexes the recov- 
ery rate was, therefore, 42,02 per 
cent, about the same as tn 1914, 

General Health Good, 

The report states that the general 
health of both patients and staff had 
been satisfactory, and, that with the 
exception of a mild epidemic of in- 
fluenza in January, there had been 
no serious contagious or infections dis- 
to contend with during the year. 
or the last three years,”’ the med- 
ical superintendent states, “the aver- 
age annual increase in patients has 
been 74, and,” he adds, “that calculat- 
ing on this basts, it should not be dif- 
ficult to provide suitable accommoda- 
tion witbout overcrowding, for both 
sexes, until about June, 1918. With 
the exception of the single rooms _ it 
has not been found necessary to use 
the first floor of the new female build- 
ing and, since certain difficulties have 
been overcome, two large rooms are 
now available as dormitories on the 
third floor of the south building for 
the males.”

It is utterly outside the 
proper functions of the Patriotic 
undertake to 
distribute the allowance due a 
soldier’s dependent amongst the 
claims made upon it. To do so is 
to usurp the duties of the courts, 
and to go contrary to, every 
intent of the general subseribers 
to the fund. 

A case has recently been 
brought to the attention of The 
Bulletin that in fairness to de- 
pendents and subseribers should 
be placed before them. Briefly the 
facts as given to The Bulletin are: 

A soldier, now serving overseas, 
owned a house and lot, said to be 
assessed at $6,000. The property 
carried a mortgage of $2,500. Pay- 
ments having fallen in arrears the 
mortgagee foreclosed, and in due 
course seeured title to the pro- 


perty. The wife of the soldier was 
in occupation of the house, She 
refused to vacate. Action was 


taken in the Supreme Court to 
compel her to vacate. The action 
was stayed by the Supreme Court 
until after the war. The Patriotic 
Fund executive informed her that 
she must pay a rent of $10 a 
month. She declined to do so, as 
she had debts to pay which had 
been contracted while her husband 
was not receiving any mainten- 
ance allowance after enlistment; 
she had also doctor’s bills to pay, 
and her husband’s insurance to 
keep up. Her income was $20 
separation allowance, $16 assigned 
pay, and $10 Patriotic Fund al- 
lowance; $46 a month in all, Her 
husband's insurance — premiums 
amounted to #97 a year. The 
necessity of keeping up the insur- 
ance on the life of a soldier in 
active service does not need to be 
emphasized, After a great deal of 
correspondence, in December the 
wife received four cheques of five 
dollars each, instead of ten dol- 
lars each, for the months of 
August, September October and 
November. She has received no 


‘payment since, 


Every one will appreciate the 
difficulty of the position of those 
who are handling the Patriotic 
Fund, and will give them credit 
for doing their best to meet all 
cases fairly. But it would seem to 
many people thatip this case—and 
The Bulletin is informed that it is 
not by any means an isolated case 
—the executive have not taken 
the view most in aceord with the 
purpose the subseribers had in 
mind when making their contr- 
butions. It does not better mat- 
ers any that Sir H. B. Ames, presi- 
dent of the fund, in a letter to the 
dependent wife, upholds the action 
of the local executive in with- 
holding a part of her allowance 
from the fund, presumably for the 
benefit of the new owners of what 
was her house when her husband 
enlisted. He. says: ‘‘We consider 
‘it our duty to protect the public 
‘*by all legitimate means.’’ With 
all due deference, the point is not 
well taken. When the local execu- 
tive is used as a collecting agent 


it is the interest of the private 
creditor that is being protected, 
not that of the publie who sub- 


scribed the money for the purpose 
of bettering the living conditions 
of the soldier’s dependents—who 
need their alloted share of the 
fund because their natural support 
has been withdrawn; and are en- 
titled to it because that support is 
now being employed for the 
benefit of the nation at large, in- 
stead of for that of the dependent. 
True public interest demands that 
the money subseribed to the 
Patriotic Fund shall go to the 
benefit of the soldiers’ dependents. 
If the demands of creditors are not 
met, that is a pity. It may be that 
wrong will be done them, But a 
greater wrong will be done if the 
dependents of the soldier who is 
offering his life for fax country, 
and who enlisted in the full belief 
that a certain amount would be 
available for the support of his 
dependents, must be told that for 
any reason they are not to receive 
the amount promised, 

The question is very far-reach- 
ing. The man in the trenches can- 
not return no matter what hap- 
pens to his dependents. But the 
inan who has not yet enlisted ean- 
not be blamed if he takes notice 
of what happens to the dependents 
of other men who have enlisted, 


and governs his action aceord- 
ingly. 
May The Bulletin be permitted 


to suggest for the benefit of Sir 
Herbert Ames, president of the 
Patriotic Fund, that the work of 
enlisting and maintaining a 
volunteer army for service over- 
seas—to assist in which is the ob- 
jeet of the Patriotic Fund—has 
many important points of dif- 
ference from the ‘*‘business’’ 
management by which @ shoe 
fac is enabléd to declare fet 
dividends ant of war contracts.
